Tho advance guard of Santa Ana's array 


arrived on tho 2Sd of February, 1S3C, and the 
next day Santa Aim camo bearing tho red 
nag, which hu displayed from the towor of 
the cathedral between tho main and military 
plazas, in plain sight of tho Alamo. He then 
sunt a summons to tho Tcxans to surrender, 
but was uiiswerud hy a cannon shot. Thin 
liny Col. Travis secured eighty bushels of 
corn and twenty or thirty beeves. On tho 
second day tho Mexicans bombarded the 
Alamo, without ell'cet. Col. Travis sent out 
couriers to Goliad aud Washington, Tex., for 
ro-unforcomeiits. In his dispatch ho said: "i 
shall never surrender or retreat." On tho 
third day Santa Aua moved bis headquarters 
across tho rivor and mndu u. personal rccon- 
iioisonco, Tho Tcxuns opened on Uio recpn- 
noitorinK party with thoir batteries, kjliing 
two of tho party and wounding six othere. 
Late nt night some of tho Toxans sallied out 
uud burned some wooden buildings, behind 
which 
tho 
Mexicans 
had 
taken 
a 


position. 
On 
tho . fourth 
day 
the 


Mexicans 
mndo 
an 
unsuccessful 
at- 


tompt to divort tho water from tho ditches 
which supplied tho Alamo with water. 
That 


night tho Toxiuis burned some wooden build- 
ings north of ths Alamo. On the lifth day 
tho bombardment was continued without 
effect. 


On tho sixth day Col. Travis sent John N. 


Scguin and a corporal to hurry up re-cnforce- 
iiiontK from Golind. 
On tho seventh day tho 


bombardment was continued without olloct. 
On tho eighth diiy thirty-two citizen soldiers 
from GoniialOH i*o-i!i-.forci:d tho besieged Tex- 
tt»s, In tho afternoon a twelve-pound shot 
from tlio Alamo struck tho house occupied by 
Santa Ana. On tho ninth day tho bombard- 
ment was vigorously continued, but with no 
casualties for the Tuxuns. On tho tenth day 
Col. Benham, who hud been sent to Golind 
for ro-enfoivomonts, re-entered tho Alamo, 
Loaring word that no aid might bo expected 
from that quarter. The bombarbment wa.s 
continued. Col. Travis now made his lust 
appeal for aid, this time to the convention, 
and sent it to «. W. Smith, tho guide who 
hud conducted tho Conzalcs party to ibo 
Alamo. Smith left, tho Alamo at midnight 
and crawled stealthily upon ula bands and 
knees until safely beyond tlio Mexican lines. 
As he departed Col. Travis said to him: 
"Every mornijig ut daybreak I will lire u cun- 
non us u sign that wo still hold the fort, but 
when that cannon Is heard no morn ia silence 
will tell that tho Alamo Is fallen." 


On tho e-leventh day tho Mexicans con- 


tinued tho bombardment, but tho Tojrans, bo- 
Ing short of ammunition, seldom llrul. Col, 
Travis now despaired of succor, unit, accord- 
ing to or.ii account, ho proposed to .surrondtr 
to Santa Ana with a pledge ot mercy; hut 
Snnta Ana's answer was: "You must sur- 
render nt discretion, without any guarantee 
oven of life, which traitors do not deserve." 
Santa Ana's excuse for this coin-so was that 
it accorded with tho will of tho Mi.'xiean con- 
gress. According to an account published in 
ISOI by a Mr. Hose, Col. Travis now an- 
nouncod to his companions their desperate 
situation, and, after declaring his di-termiim- 
tion to wll his life ns dourly as possible, drew 
a lir.o with his sword and asked all who wcro 
willing to light with him to form on tho line. 
Witli one exception they oil fell intn the 
ranks, and even Col. Bowie, who was dying, 
hod his cot carried to tho lino. 


During tho night tho Mexican army 


fortified and at the first light of dawn on that 
luomor.i! ilo Sunday morning 
its bugles 


sounded tho fatal peal. With a rush like 
tigers springing on thoir prey tho men dashcil 
forward, but tho horolc Texans, roused to 
their last duty by tho sound of tho terrible 
docmelo (the Mexican buglo call for "Death, 
110 imartcr,") ringing in tlieir ears, every one 
•was at his i>ojt, oud so well did they do their 
duty that twice the brutal hosts of Santa 
Aua wore hurled back defeated, only to bo 
again forced forward hy tho sabers of tho 
Mexican cavalry." 


Thon Santa Ana himself urged fonvard his 


troops. Gen. Castillion's division, after half 
an hour's draix-rato fighting, and after re- 
peated repulses and unheard of losses, suc- 
ceeded In effecting on entrance in tho upper 
part of the Alamo, in a sort or outwork. Tho 
lighting had Only bogun. Tho doors and win- 
dows of the Alamo church wro barricaded 
and guarded by bags of sand heaped up in 
high as a man's shoulder, ajid ovon 0:1 the 
roof wore rows of yand bugs, bobind which 
tho Texans fought as never men fought be- 
fore—ntuwlo to muzzle, hand to hand. Each 
Texan riflo shot exhausted its force and spent 
itself in successive bodies of Mexicans (jacked 
together like a wall of flesh. Muskets and 
rifles wero clubbed, and bayonets and bowie 
knives novor boforo wrought such fearful 
caraago. Tho ceaseless crash of firearms, th» 
shots of Uio beleaguered, desporato and de- 
fiant Texans, and tho shrieks of tho dying, 
mado tho din infernal and the scene indes- 
cribable in its sublime terrors. Each room in 
tho building was tho scene of a desperate 
str»gglo with fearless men, driven to despera- 
tion and conscious that escape -vvasimpcssible. 


A ploco of artillery, supjrased to bo !,hat 


which Crockett had used during tho siego, 
•was shotted with grnpo and canister and 
turned upon tho desperate occupants of tho 
apartment. After tho explosion tlio Mexi- 
cans entered and found tho emaciated bodies 
of fourteen men, torn and mangled and 
blacltoncd and bloody. Forty-two Mexicans 
lay at tho door. Col. James Bowie, whose 
irnmo tells of his fearful knife and dixids, lay 
stark and stiff on a cot in this room, lie was 
helpless and in bed when tho Alamo was in- 
vested twelve days before, but tlio bodies of 
the victims of his unerring aim and invincible 
courage attested that his death was not ac- 
complished without tenfold loss to the enemy. 
There aro several accounts of tho death of 
Col. Travis, one of which is "derived from a 
Mexican soldier in tho army of Santa Ana, is 
that "Col. Travis and David Crockett were 
found lying among the l>xan dead, utterly 
worn out by sleepless nights of watching and 
long-continued fighting. When discovere,', 
Col. Travis gavo a Mexican soldier some 
gold, nnd while conversing with him Oon. 
Oils, with whom Col. Travis had dealt very 
generously when San Antonio was captured 
by tiio Americans, appeared. Cos warmly 
cmbinced Travis, and induced other Mexicans 
—among them Gen. Cnstillion—to join with 
him in asking Santa. Ana to spare Travis' 
lifo. Then David Crockett also wearily arose 
to his ft-et from among tho corpses. 
Tho 


brutal Santa Ana was terribly enraged at 
the disobedience of lib ordure, saying: "1 
want no prisoners;" nnd, turning to a liloof 
soldiers, orderid thorn to shoot tto heroes. 
Col Travis was first shot in tho hack. He 
folded his arms stiffly across his breast nnd 
stood erect until a bullet pierced his nock-, 
whon ho fell headlong among the dond. 
David Crockett fell at the first ihx>, his body 
being completely riddVud with bullirs. Even 
a cat that was toon after seen running 
through tbo fort was shot, tho soldiers ex- 
claiming: ''fc is not a cat, but on American." 
Ma). Evans was shot vrhlio in tho net of ap- 
plying a torch to tho magazine, in timo to 
prevent an explosion.—Maganinu of Ameri- 
can History.

Tno 
wornt damage by dry weather that I 
have seen until I got west of the Cotos 
or hills was iu Wisconsin, in fact from 
St. Paul to Big Stotie lake, Dakota, the 
country looks freeb and groen, have 
plejty of rain for this timo of the year, 
plows aro ranrjing and land looks fresh 
nnd moist. 


Thoy claim tha only damage they have

Soon after 
crossing tbo biilfl thtj oouu'ry bhginu to 
look parched, tho srass nearly all dead, 
the 'tins crop cither poor or an entire 
failure. Some good ,wheat but a light 
crop ia tho general report in the Jim river 
volley. But eant ot the hilla around Big 
Stone Lake, Millbank and Wilmot the 
wheat and oats aro good except where 
destroyed by hail. East of Big Stone to 
St, Paul the crops are as good as they 
havfl boon for years. 


Some of my old acquaintauocfl along 


tho valley of tho Jim river meet mo with 
a louk of pity for they bad learned that 
there was a famine in tho land of Canaan, 
and some look upon me with uaspioion 
and like Joseph aid his brethren call me 
a spy and say to see tho nakedness ot tho 
land ye are oome from.
